T Italian peace treaty deprived Italy of Libya, Eritrea and Italian 

Somaliland. After two years the major powers are still in radical 


disagreement as to the disposition of these colonies.

Kremlin’s last-minute proposal for a further conference achieves a 
miracle, the decision must now be made by the United Nations 


General Assembly. 


In principle the four powers 
agree that Italy should have a 
t over Italian Somali- 
land, and that Ethiopia should re- 
trieve an outlet through Eritrea 
to the Red Sea port of Assab. 

France and the Soviet Union 
propose that Italy become the 
trustee for the rest of Eritrea. 
Britain insists that this region 


be. placed under a British-con-. 


trolled international regime. Only 
on this basis will it agree to an 
Italian administration of Italian 
Somaliland. 

The French, with Russian back- 
ing, want Italy to be the trustee 
for all of Libya. The British de- 
sire the Libyan territories of Cir- 
renaica and eastern Tripolitania 
be made an autonomous state, to 
remain under British supervision 
until the native Senussis are ready 
for independence. . 

Consistent French Policy. 

France’s policy has been con- 
sistent, It wishes no precedent 
created which might prejudice its 
own colonial position. It prefers 
to have a contented Italy remain 
its neighbor in North Africa. 

Moscow’s strategy is obvious. 
In 1945 Molotov claimed a trus- 
teeship over Libya. The moment 
is not propitious for a renewal 
of that claim, The Soviet objec- 
tive in backing an Italian trus- 
teeship for Libya is to end Brit- 
ish and American control and to 
give a powerful propaganda is- 
sue to the Italian Communists, 
with the knowledge that if Italy 
ever falls under Communist 
domination Russia will immedi- 
ately have access to its overseas 
territories. 

Britain has administered the 
Italian colonies since the end of 
the war. It has sought to perpetu- 
ate its hold on them, 

When United Nations delegates 
visited Italian Somaliland last 
January, the British authorities 
fostered anti-Italian demonstra- 
tions, but repressed all attempts 
of native organizations to demon- 
strate their preference for Italian 
rather than British administra- 
tion. The result was a massacre 
in which 54 Italians and several 
hundred Arabs and Somalis were 
killed. In Libya and Eritrea a 
similar effort has been made to 
create the belief abroad that the 
native population clamors for 
British rule. 

The British base their Libyan 
proposals on their secret pledge 
of independence made to the 


consistent policy when the Coun- 
cil of Foteign Ministers first. met 
that autumn, our views might well 
have been conclusive. Secretary 
of State James F. Byrnes, how- 
ever, at that most critical moment, 
made it clear that the United 
States had neither convictions nor 
policy by announcing two dia- 
metrically opposed positions with- 
in the brief space of 10 days. 

In general we Row oppose 
France. bie from the stand- 
point of ghtened self-inter- 
est, the United States would 
benefit by backing the French 
proposal which, except for the 
territory ceded to Ethiopia, 
would restore all of the former’ 
colonies to Italy, as trustee un- 
der the United Nations. 

If the Trusteeship Council faith- 
fully discharges its charter obli- 
gations, the native peoples, none 
of whom is yet ready for inde- 
pendence, would be fully safe- 
guarded under an Italian trustee- 
ship. 

Overpopulation in Italy. 

Overpopulation is the greatest 
impediment to Italy’s recovery. 
Before 1939 three-quarters of a 
million Italians had settled in 
Libya. While the Italian colonies 
afford no unlimited opportunities 
for immigration, they can provide 
homes for Italy’s present excess 
population, and the. commercial 
benefits derived from a scientific 
colonization and development pro- 
gram would make for Italian 
prosperity. 

We have already spent bil- 
lions of dollars for Italian re- 
lief and reconstruction. We try 
in every way to strengthen 
Italian democracy. What sense 
does it make for us to eppose an 
Italian trusteeship when the in- 
justice of our policy must alien- 
ate Italian sympathies from the 
Western democracies, and when 
that policy would deprive Italy : 
of the means for recovery that 
the colonies afford? 

It is argued that we cannot 
risk losing the strategic bases 
which are at our disposal so 
long as Libya and Eritrea re- 
main in British hands. Yet in 
view of the other strategic 
areas the Western powers now 
hold in the Mediterranean and 
Red Sea does this advantage 
outweigh the effects on the 
growth of and on 
recovery in Italy, or compensate 
for the threat to future peace 
represented by a_ settlement 
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more wealth than anyone—includ-

These figures were obtained 


from a careful cross-section of all 
types of American citizens of vot- 
ing age, regardless of sex, income 
level, color, where they live and 
whether they intend to vote. Some 
of the 94,000,000 potential voters 
represented cannot vote tempo- 
rarily because they have not lived 
long enough in their present loca- 
tion. Some reside in Washington, 
D.C., where residents do not vote. 
Some have not paid a poll tax. 
Millions of them normally just will 
not take the trouble to register 
and vote, 


Potential Voters. 

Out of these 94,000,000 potential 
voters, the best current estimate 
is that 56,000,000 will vote and 
38,000,000 will not. In general, the 
greater the vote, the greater the 
Democratic chances. With this 
fact in mind, the President re- 
cently has appealed for a large 
turnout, 

The poll results would indi- 
cate that the Democrats, to win 
re-election of President Truman, 
cannot rely solely upon getting 
out the vote. Their chances for 
success on Nov. 2 depend upon 
either (a) their ability to switch 
favor from other candidates, or 

(b) the failure of Republicans 
and others to vote. 

In recent elections, the greatest 
opportunity for bringing out 
masses of Democratic voters has 
been in the big eities. Today, that 
Situation is entirely different. 
Across the United States the cities 
of more than 50,000 population and 
their surrounding metropolitan 
districts would furnish no better 
than a tie vote if by some possi- 
bility every adult citizen voted. 

The younger voters are genéral- 
ly more Democratic, and the older 
voters more Republican. The same 
is true for citizens of voting age, 
but today the Democratic margin 
among younger citizens is not 
very great. 

Traditionally also the upper liv- 
ing standard levels are the more 
Republican and the lower living 
standard levels the more Demo- 
cratic. Among all adult citizens 
in the latter group, Truman would 
still find 44 supporters of him for 
every 31 supporters of Dewey.

Your editoria] comment in tion 
to Proposition No. 1, the age 
and Street Amendment, ignores the facts 
relating to the road problems of today. 

The taxpayers spent $600,000 on a state- 
wide highway planning survey which 
was started in 1936 and took two years 
te complete. It took three more years 
to compile the facts and publish reports. 
What do these reports show? 


State highway officials, in their pub- 
lished reports, have said that an era of 
highway construction has been com- 
pleted, Unless we consider the needs of 
all public highways within the state, 
our highway affairs will end in chaos. 
The importance of highways is not lim- 
ited to any governmenta] subdivision. 
No single agency can obtain the desired 
fesults unassisted. There is no local 
road plan, hence plenty of dissatisfac- 
tion. 

It would cost less to provide trans- 
portation for all units of the state than 
By the present method. The rural road 
problem has not been solved. Some meth- 
od of state aid is essential to solving 
the rural road problem. It would be 
economically unsound to include any ad- 
ditional rural-road mileage in the state 
highway system. The present state high- 
way system should be the state’s sole 
responsibility; all other roads, whether 
county or state, are purely local roads. 
Every city has a traffic problem. 

If a uniform tax is preferred, revenue 
should be distributed to cities for street 
and related purposes. The power of 
cities to impose a motor vehicle fuel 
tax should be withdrawn. 


Those statements are the conclusions | 


of state highway officials. They are 
based upon a study of the facts as they 
exist today. Proposition No. 1 has been 
presented to the people to put in effect 
the principles of financing and con- 
structing streets and highways every- 
where in Missouri. We think they are 
sound and, therefore we are supporting 
Proposition No. 1. 
A 15-year highway program, if Propo- 
pgition No. 1 is adopted by the people, 
would provide a state highway construc- 
tion program of $350,000,000 in cash. The 
‘counties would get $142,000,000 and the

Pakistan 
Moslems who are less cold-blooded than Jinnah 
and more logical must find it painfully obvious 
that this truncation can serve neither India nor 
Pakistan, but can only weaken both. 

Now that Jinnah lies dead in the birthplace 
that he made his capital, awaiting the magnifi- 
cent mosque that is to be his eternal glory, no 
equal fanatic stands in the way of Indian unity. 
Nehru'’s India, founded on freedom for all re- 
ligions, is a beckoning example. The struggle 
toward unity may be long, and certainly it will 
be hard, but a united India is the logic of his- 
tory. Hatred of those of another religion is no 
sure foundation to build a state on, no moving 
force to carry it forward. 

If out of the bloodshed and uncertainty one 
nation could emerge, indivisible, there could be 
no finer justification of the’ freedom which 
Hindu and Moslem, after four centuries, have so 
hardily won.

Toward a Showdown? 
Efforts to reach a working agreement between 


the Soviet Government and the Western Powers ' 


have been carried forward in recent weeks alorg 
conventional diplomatic lines. There have been 
quiet meetings of ambassadors in Moscow in- 
stead of public debates in the press of all the 
countries concerned. The Western envoys also 
have had direct -contact with Marshal Stalin. 

Another meeting with him now seems to be 
sought. And there are indications that this may 
be in the nature of a culmination of the present 
phase of the negotiations. If it fails to bring 
about some sort of a clarification at least about 
Berlin, that complex of disputes may be sub- 
mitted to the United Nations. 

There are those who will say that a resort to 
the UN will indicate a failure to draw any 
fruitful result from the current attempt at con- 
ventional diplomacy. In view of the continuing 
Russian pressure on the Allies in Berlin, one is 
not too disposed to argue the point. The fact re- 
mains, however, that the discussions of recent 
weeks enable the representatives of the West to 
say with genuine sincerity that they have tried 
everything short: of capitulation for the sake of 
a working relationship. They will be going to 
the UN with clean hands. 

Continuation of the arguments before the Se- 
curity Council, of course, would not be very 
promising since the Russians are so quick to in- 
voke their veto. 

Discussion before the. Assembly, however, 
might be another matter. It could at least pre- 
pare the way for a verdict in the court of world 


opinion. And while that might not be accepted 


by the Russians, it would not be without value. 
It would be a contribution to the task of states- 
manship which the London Express defines as 
“the drawing of agreed boundaries between the 
two worlds.” 

Statesmanship also is supposed to promote 
as much peaceful commerce as possible, but that 
calls for the co-operation of both sides.

These countries are in 
fact much closer to the so-called “higher 
phase” of Communism than is the Soviet 
Union itself. 

Socially, the great blot on the escutcheon 
of the democracies is the discrimination 
against colored pergons practiced by much 
of the white population of the United 
States. It is not possible by legislative 
fiat to eradicate social prejudices, the 
origins of which go back hundreds of 
years. There is, however, a vast change 
which ig in peaceful progress.

ATHENS, Sept. 14 (AP)—Greek 
newspapers suggested today that 
the “pirating” of a Greek plane at

Youngest Chaplain 
Also Paratrooper

HAPLAIN SOLOMON ROSEN, who recently 
arrived at Soott Air Force Base, is a man of 
several distinctions. He is both a chaplain 
and a paratrooper, and ‘this distinction sets him

CHAPLAIN ROSEN... from a plane in 

“THE WORLD NEEDS order to save their

Chaplain Rosen involuntarily became a mem- 
ber of this club in September 1945, when he was 
being sent to a camp in New Mexico to conduct 
. Jewish holiday services and the B-29 in which he 
was riding blew up. There were 11 men in the 
Plane, all Army personnel, when the engines 
caught fire and the men were ordered to bail 
out. Chaplain Rosen and another soldier. who 
happened to be nearest the escape hatch, were 
out and in the air when they heard the explosion. 
They were the only survivors 


* ¥* * 


CHAPLAIN ROSEN HAS A RECORD of 18 
Jumps. Some of them were made in training and-~ 
some were “operations” jumps made in Germany. 
None of them were what is known as “hot jumps 
-——jumps made into the thick of battle. Opera- 
tions jumps, however. quite often turn out to be 
hot jumps. It's a matter of luck. “But the great- 
est hazard in paratrooping.” Chaplain Rosen 
Says, “is not in jumping. It's in trying to ex- 
Plain to your wife Why you became a para- 
trooper.” He became one for two reasons. One 
is that he likes flying—he's a licensed pilot and 
has 1179 hours in the air—and another is that he 
sort of considers it a duty to get into the thick 
of things, right along with his men.

CONTRARY to what you might think, if you 
have ever sat in a plane and wondered what it 
would be like to have to jump, the first jump is 
the easiest. says Chaplain Rosen. “That's be- 
cause they've been giving you a long song and 
dance about how safe it is. and how many men 
have jumped before you. They build you up to 
it. It isn’t until the second or third jump that 
you really begin to get scared, because by then 
you've learned al! the things that can happen 
to you 

“The worst moment comes when you get close 
to the ground. You're floating along like a 
feather, and suddenly you realize how fast the 
ground is rushing up at vou. You start trying 
to pull away from it, and you say to yourself, 
"Look, let’s go back up where we came from and 
start over!’ Another bad moment is that which 
comes after you have pulled the rip cord and 
before the chute opens. It’s only a matter of a 
couple of seconds, but it seems a lot longer, and 
you're wondering, and you say to yoursélf, “Well, 
it’s been a short life but an interesting one,” and 
then the ‘chute opens.

EVERYONE NOW KNOWS, of course, that 
when paratroopers jump they yell “Geronimo!”

He has a followthg of about 125 Jewish soldiers 
at Scott Air Force Base, but he doesn’t by any 
means confine himselé to the menfbers of his 
own faith.

Whipping Children 


By Angelo Patri 


ATURALLY there are people who do not agree with me 
N on many of my opinions about rearing children. That is 

as it ought to be. Nobody can say with authority what 
should and what should not be done in this field of human 
growth. No two children are alike; therefore, no two will 
respond alike to the same treatment. 


While I agree to this broad generality, there are certain 
ideas based on long experience with thousands of children that 
seem to me sound.* Among them is the abhorrence of beating 
children, I can go along with the mother who places a smart 
spank where it belongs on a child who must be checked 
immediately lest he harm himself and others. That would 
be a child who had not reached the age of reflection. His 
body must be used to register the idea of right behavior. Even 
then that is an emergency measure—not a way of teaching. 


* * * 


IT IS WRONG—and this I maintain in the face of all op- 
position—to beat an adolescent boy or girl. It never should 
be done, no matter how trying the circumstances. These 
children are adult in their respect for themselvés. They are 
sensitive about their persons. They have a keen regard for 
their personal dignity. Their self-respect, their dignity, their 
persons must be respected by their elders. 


What, asks an indignant parent, is to be done with a de- 
fiant boy or girl? I don’t know, not knowing that boy and 
girl. But this I do know. When a parent, for 14, 15 or 17 
years has systematically spanked, whipped and beaten a child, 
that parent is not very bright. Experience should have 
taught him the futility of his method.

MORE ABOUT SEPTIC TANKS. 


E looked into the subject of 

septic tanks last week and 

came up with several inter- 
esting facts. First of all, there 
are an awful lot of these tanks 
around and, secondly, most own- 
ers of said tanks know precious 
little .about their operation and 
care. Here are a few more facts 
we duy up. 

The purpose of a septic tank is 
to receive the sewage from a 
home and allow most of the solids 
to decompose. After this the liquid 
inside the tank flows out to a dis- 
tribution field where it is ab 
sorbed by the earth. 

The first point we want to make 
is that not all the solids in the 
tank are going to degompose and 
some are even going to remain 
inside the tank. In time this mat- 
ter, or sludge as it is called, is 
going to have to be removed or 
else the tank will cease to func- 
tion. his is a messy job and 
should be left to those with the 
proper equipment and know-how 
to do it with a minimum of fuss 
and bother. Another pofnt we 
might make is that the more 
solids that flow into the tank the 
quicker will be this accumula- 
tion. ; 

The liquid that flows out of the 
tank into the distribution field is 
not harmless by any means. It 
contains various bacteria which 
are harmf.l and therefore this 
field should be several hundred 
feet from any source of drinking 
water.
